Guilty 
verdict in 
Chicago 
terror trial

A Chicago businessman was found guilty 
Thursday of supporting a terrorist plot to 
storm a Danish newspaper and behead the 
staff in retaliation for publishing unflatter- 
ing cartoons of the Prophet Muhammad. 

Tahawwur Hussain Rana was acquitted 
of the most serious allegation lodged by 
federal authorities— that he aided in the 
deadly 2008 terrorist attack in Mumbai by 
letting a longtime friend use his business 
as a cover as he scouted targets in India. 

Prosecutors charged Rana played a simi- 
lar role in the Danish plot— letting David 
Coleman Headley pose as a representative 
of his immigration business as he checked 
out locations in Denmark to attack. But 
those plans were never carried out. 

Rana had little reaction to the verdict. 
His family wept quietly and hung their 
heads after U.S. District Judge Harry 
Leinenweber read the verdicts in court. 

His lawyers maintained Rana was duped 
by Headley i n both plots. Headley the gov- 
ernment's star witness^ testified he told 
Rana of the terrorist plans in both Mum- 
bai and Denmark. 

I leadley a shady character whose cred- 
ibility was at issue during the eight-day 
trial j testified that he worked for Lashkar 
in scouting the Mumbai attacks and also 
in discussions about the plot to attack the 
Copenhagen newspaper. 


Billy Corgan’s brother 
punched, robbed on CT A

The brother of rock musician Billy Corgan 
was mugged on a Red TJne train on the 
Near North Side on Thursday morning 
by a group who punched him and took his 
iPod, police say 

Jesse Andersen said he was riding the 
CTARed Line train on his way to his 5 a.m. 
shift at the Hyatt Regency Hotel, listening 
to Nelly Furtado on his iPod. 

Several teens started walking around the 
train and bothering people, including one 
who approached Andersen and tried to get 
him to do a fist bump, he said. 

One person from the group— whom 
Andersen described as a “tomboy" wearing 
a red baseball cap— sat next to him, asked 
who he was listening to and snatched his 


iPod from his hand. 

“Pm like, 'Give it back to me ... Give it 
back. Give it back,' ” Andersen said. He 
said one person from the group then re- 
plied, “It's your damn loss, brother. 

The iPod changed hands among the 
teens as two of them, one wearing a navy 
blue shirt and another wearing a white 
shirt, blocked him from trying to get it 
back, he said. When the train stopped at 
the southbound Chicago Avenue plat- 
form, Andersen said he chased after them. 

One of the teens punched him in the 
face, and the group escaped. Andersen said 
he mostly suffered a “bruised ego.” 

“I guess my ego took the best of me,” 
Andersen said. 

The assailants, believed to be four males 


and the one female, were described as 15 to 
25 years old, Chicago police said. No one 
was in c'ustody. 

On Corgan's Twitter page Thursday the 
Smashing Pumpkins frontman shared the 
news with his fans: “My little brother Jesse 
was attacked and robbed this morning by 3 
men. he's ok, but if you want to send him 
some love.” 

TTiis morning’s attack followed a 
Wednesday afternoon mugging at the 
Brown Line stop three blocks away in 
which a group stole a male victim’s wallet 
and iPhone. 'That group was composed of 
four to six people, with one of them possi- 
bly female, police said. But police couldn't 
say if the same people were re- 
sponsible for both attacks.

Storm saturation

Floods on many Chicago-area streets were 
receding Thursday even as some creeks 
and small streams remained swollen with 
rains from the previous day’s storms. The 
National Weather Service issued another 
flash flood watch for the area for Friday 
Commonwealth Edison reported about 
33,000 customers without power as of 
Thursday afternoon, the majority in its 
southern service area, after 157,000 cus- 
tomers had their power restored since 
storms hit at 10 p.m. Wednesday 
The southwest suburbs were particu- 
larly hard hit. The storm dumped almost 
5 inches of rain on Joliet as of 8:45 a.m. and 
more than 4 inches in Plainfield in Will 


County and Oswego in Kendall County 
according to the National Weather Ser- 
vice. 

A flash flood watch was in effect through 
Friday morning for Cook, DuPage, Kane, 
Will, Kendall, Lake, McHenry and seven 
other counties, as well as Lake and Porter 
counties in Northwest Indiana. 

Many small streams continued to rise 
rapidly including portions of Blackberry 
Creek, the DuPage River, the Little Calu- 
met River and the Hart Ditch. 

By midafternoon, most major roads 
were clear of flooding. Earlier, however, 
in Chicago, 103rd Street was blocked by 
flooding at Cottage Grove Avenue. Many 
roads in Will County were reported flood- 


ed in the early afternoon. Metra and CTA 
did not report any delays due to flooding. 

Some airlines in and out of O’Hare 
were being delayed up to two hours as of 
3:30 p.m. Some had canceled more than 
425 flights, according to the Chicago De- 
partment of Aviation. There were delays 
of about an hour at Midway, where a small 
number of flights were canceled. 

The upside to the storms was a break in 
the two-day heat wave. 

With northeast winds to blow the 
length of Lake Michigan into Chicago, 
temperatures settled into the mid-50s 
along the shoreline and into the low and 
mid- 60s inland— a drop of more than 40 
degrees in a day 


Creator of Cubs 
cemetery space 
dies of cancer

Dennis Mascari, the man who created the 
ultimate final resting place for die-hard 
Cubs fans, has died. 

His remains will be placed in the replica 
of a Wrigley Field wall he had built at Bo- 
hemian National Cemetery on the North- 
west Side. Mascari, 63, died Thursday at 
Rainbow Hospice Ark in Park Ridge after 
battling cancer, relatives and a business 
partner said. 

Mascari was the creator of Beyond the 
Vines, a 24-foot, ivy-covered red-brick 
wall designed to look like the one in cen- 
ter field at Wrigley The wall has niches for 
cremation urns. Old box seats, original sod 
and pavers from the ballpark add authen- 
ticity, although the Cubs themselves never 
have wanted anything to do with the place. 

WHO’S THERE? 

The ashes of about 10 people are at Beyond 
the Vines now “and there’s room for a lot 
more,” said Beverly Bernacchi, Bohemian 
National Cemetery’s office manager. A niche 
in the wall costs $2,000.

In the wake of an online video in which 
soldiers returning from Afghanistan com- 
plained that Delta Air Lines charged their 
unit more than $2,800 in bag-check fees, 
rival carrier American Airlines on Thurs- 
day announced it will allow military per- 
sonnel to check an extra two bags with no 
out-of-pocket expense. 

“Full implementation of that policy 
should be completed in the next few days,” 
American Airlines spokeswoman Dori Ro- 
bau Alvarez said in a statement released 
Thursday 

The airline is the latest of the major 
U.S. carriers to change its policy Delta and 
ContinentalAJnited announced Wednes- 
day they were loosening their checked-bag 
policies for military personnel. 

Previously American Airlines allowed 
three bags to be checked free, “with full 
government reimbursement to military 
personnel on any bags above that num- 
ber,” but the carrier decided to increase 


tential confusion with different military 
units carrying different amounts of bags 
depending on their mission,” according to 
the statement. 

The Delta incident got instant notori- 
ety after servicemen spoke out about their 
experience in a video posted on %uTube. 

In the clip, which the men say was re- 
corded on board a Delta flight from Bal- 
timore to Atlanta on Tuesday a day after 
they returned from Afghanistan, the sol- 
diers explain they had “a little issue with 
the bags.” 

The men, who were bound for Fort 
Polk, La., said their travel orders allowed 
them to carry up to four bags, but when 
they arrived at the airport in Baltimore, 
Delta told them it allowed military per- 
sonnel to check only three bags for free. 

“Good business model. Delta,” one sol- 
dier said sarcastically in the video. “Not 
happy Not happy at all.”

Patriots owner says 
sides getting cioser 
to ending NFL lockout 

New England Patriots owner Robert 
Kraft, who has been a part of the closed- 
door meetings between the NFL and 
its locked-out players over the last two 
weeks, including a day of discussions at 
a hotel on Long Island on Wednesday 
said Thursday that the sides are getting 
closer to ending the lockout ... especially 
with the lawyers out of the picture. 

“I think we’re getting close to having 
to put this thing to bed so we don’t miss 
any events,” Kraft said. “I know that’s 
the intent on both sides. It would be 
misleading to say anything that would 
not make it crystal clear that there’s still 
a lot of hard work to be done. But the 
good news is we’re talking, and I think 
we went 34 days without having com- 
munications. The lawyers on each side 
were doing stuff That, to me, isn’t prog- 
ress.” 

Kraft, who spoke to reporters in Fox- 
borough, Mass., noted that there is still 
plenty of work to be done. But overall 
he was very positive about the meetings. 

“I think we’ve been fortunate that 
we’ve had two rounds of talks,” he said, 
as reported by the Boston Herald. “Any 
time principals are talking in any deal 
that’s complicated or has potential 
problems, that’s a big plus. I’m happy 
that we’re talking principal to princi- 
pal.” 

The talks may be even more princi- 
pal than expected. The New Yoik Post 
reported Thursday that NFL commis- 
sioner Roger Goodell and NFLPA di- 
rector DeMaurice Smith dined together 
in Manhattan on Wednesday night. 

“The fact we’re continuing to talk is 
a very positive sign,” Kraft said. “We’re 
making progress. But there’s a lot of 
work to be done.”

“They sent the package last night, I for- 
warded it to Terrelle, and Terrelle said that 
he wasn’t interested today,” Pryor’s attorney, 
Larry James, said Thursday. 

Pryor is expected to apply for entry in the 
NFL supplemental draft this summer.

Instead of smartphones in your pocket, there 
were telephones with cords; instead of fuel- 
efficient hybrids, Biiick Skylarks as big as bus- 
es. And instead of shooting comedy bits and 
homemade music videos for upload to Yovl- 
liibe, kids shot backyard epics using hand- 
painted models, firecracker pyrotechnics and 
Super 8 home-movie film cameras. 

That’s the world of 1979 that writcr-<li rector 
JJ, Abrams re-crcatcs in ^‘Super 8*” But because 
it’s Abrams, who co-created TV’s '^T^st” and 
'Tringc” and rebooted the ^^Star Trek” fran- 
chise, moviegoers will see a nostalgic coming- 
of-age story about young, amateur filmmakers 
who witness a devastating train wreck that 
leads to out-of-this-world events* 

^‘The first idea for this film, the very, very 
first notion, was to do a movie called ^Super 
8’ about kids making movies in the late ’70s,” 
Abrams said. “I didn’t know if it was 
going to be a straight drama, I 
didn’t know if it was going to 
be more like 'Stand by Me.’ 

... I just knew I could find a 
character that I would love. 

And I called Ste%'en imme- 
diately, and luckily he was 
interested.” 

dliat would be Steven 
Spielberg, the film’s execu- 
tive producer — for whom 
Abrams worked as a teen, re- 
pairing Spielberg’s older- format 
8 mm childhood movies. 

After much dis- 
cussion, they 
settled on 


a sci-fi framc-work, although Abrams insists: 
''I never went into this saying I want to make 
a movie that’s a love letter to Spielberg.” 

Instead, he says, “It was always in the spirit 
of not just movies I loved as a kid, but about 
being a kid at a time when those movies had 
so much impact on you.” 

“Super 8” begins in February 1979, when 
the mother of Ohio middle- schooler Joe 
T.amb 0 oel Courtney) dies* Four months later, 
Joe has recovered enough to immerse himself 
in the Super 8 zombie movie created by his 
Cartman-esque best friend Charles Kaznyk 
(Riley Griffiths) and starring Alice Dainard 
(File Fanning), who captures Joe’s heart* 

And whatever escaped from that Air Force 
transport that derailed also may capture his 
heart— and eat it. 

The child actors, howewer, suffered no anx- 
ieties from Abrams, 

“There were six of us kids, and he was pret- 
ty much the seventh,” screen newcomer 
Courtney, 15, cheerily recalled of the 
director’s 65-day shoot. Was Abrams 
anything Uke the movie’s kid-direc- 
tor, Charles?

people and electrical outages, orders Joe to 
stay home. And Joe, for the first time in his 
life, stands up to his father and says, “No.” 

“I was 14 in 1979,” Chandler recalled. “My 
father died Jan. 9, 1980. There was a moment 
when ... I had said 'no’ to my father. And I 
thank God I had that moment because in that 
moment {in the fikn], there were a few things 
that came from my father” that are strikingly 
visible in Deputy Lamb’s face. “First, anger. 
Second, confusion. But the third one was — 
and I’m glad to this day about it, and I’m 45— 
there was a little bit of respect there also. The 
moment a father sees his son turn into a man.” 

Abrams, who was 13 in 1979, didn’t con- 
sciously pattern “Super 8” as a latter-day 
Spielberg science-fiction film. Still, what with

But it also was highly personal* “I w'ould take 
time in between setups just walking around in 
a daze looking at all these details” from that 
analog era, he said, “It felt so much like being 
in a waking dream of my childhood.” 

Spielberg said that despite Abrams’ vast 
success in film and TV, “Super 8” is “J*J,’s first 
real film,” 

'A film that came out of his heart, that he 
wrote and directed, and it isn’t part of a fran- 
chise that was once someone else’s television 
series and brainchild,” Spielberg said, “lliis is

If you’re looking for a predecessor to the 
perfectly cast “Super 8,” know that writer-di- 
rector J.J. Abrams spends virtually the entire 
movie saluting the film’s executive producer 
Steven Spielberg through nods to “Close En- 
counters of the Third Kind,” “E.T,” “Jaws,” 


“Jurassic Park” and more. 

The verdict: Think Abrams should do his 
OMTi thing? Stop ignoring your inner teenage 
movie fan, “Super 8” spectacularly bottles the 
Spielbergian niagic— actually, that feds like 
an understatement; the movie is a fiill-pound 
Spielbergen It abo delivers an adventure so 
emotionally rewarding that it’s a gift where 
both the gift itself and the thought behind 
it really count. Delighting in memories of 
coming-of-age stories such as “Stand By Me,” 
“Super 8” captures the adolescent thrill of 
secret midnight meetings and natural mo^ 
ments, such as being transfixed by a girl (EUe 
Fanning) tor the first time. If the film’s ideal- 
ism in the face of the world’s worst moments 
is pure Spielberg, the explosive action is all 
Abrams.

The buzz: Kate’s brother and nephew are named Eric 
and Dylan, a nod to Columbine High School massacre 
perpetrators Eric Harris and Dylan Klebold reminding 
“Beautiful Boy” viewers that unthinkable events like this 
really happen. An unusual onscreen trend is developing 
in 2011: At this year’s Cannes Film Festival, Tilda Swinton 
received raves for playing a mom coping with her son’s 
horrible crimes in Need to Talk About Kevin.” 

The verdict: This gripping drama has one card to play — 
tragedies committed by children can result in nagging 
questions without answers, with no end in sight for those 
mourning— and it plays it well. Sheen and Bello are fantas- 
tic as usual; their faces search for clues about howto move 
forward, while eventually the spouses furiously blame each 
other as a way of deflecting their own guilt. “Beautiful 
Boy” only scratches the surface of the notion that teen de- 
pression is easy to chalk up as par for the course —which, 
of course, isn’t an easy subject to unravel when the line 
between unhappy and dangerous maybe thin for some.

It’s a rare experience for an actor to 
have the person he’s portraying be 
present on a movie set. Ewan Mc- 
Gregor, in “Beginners,” had an even 
more unusual experience: The man he 
was portraying was also the film’s direc- 
tor and writer. 

In the film opening Friday, Mc- 
Gregor plays Oliver, who suddenly 
learns that his 75-year-old widower 
father, Hal (Christopher Plummer), is 
gay It is based on Mike Mills’ own his- 
tory with his father. 

“Mike didn’t want me to imper- 
sonate him,” McGregor said. “But I 
wanted to feel like him— it is his story, 
and the words that I say are words that 
he chose to write. The scenes are the 
scenes he decided to take from his real 
experience and put it into his movie.” 

McGregor talked more about the 
film, living in L. A. and why he got a dog. 



How would you describe this film? 

It’s two stories, intertwined, the son 
coming to terms with his father’s 
sexuality and death (above), and the 
love story between him and his new 
girlfriend (right). 

“Beginners” is an honest look at 
love. Was that the appeal for you? 

Yes. I think so. I’ve always enjoyed 
exploring romance because I think 
it’s one of the biggest emotional 
and physical experiences that we go 
through as human beings. The other 
one is dealing with grief and death. 
And this script looks at both of 
those things. 

Was it weird playing a sort of ver- 
sion of Mike Miils while he directed 
you? 

I did work on my accent, and I 
watched how he moves physically 
We’re very different, but I like to 
think there is a lot of me in the 
character, too. And I think it deals 
with universal themes, of love and 
death. 

How was it working with Christo- 
pher Piummer? Any surprises? 


I’d never met him before, and to be 
honest, I was expecting him to be 
far more old-school. He tells these 
great stories about Liz Taylor and 
Joan Collins, and he’s been around 
all these amazing people for so long. 
But when he acts he’s so contempo- 
rary and he’s just blistering in this. 
But on set he’s just so funny and 
relaxed. 

You aiso seem to have a love affair 
on screen with Cosmo the dog, who 
steals the show as Hal’s Jack Rus- 


sell terrier. 

He does steal the show! In my 
naivete, I always thought when 
they say “Never work with animals 
or kids” it was because they’re so 
difficult. But the truth is it’s a vanity 
thing because they always upstage 
you! And I loved Cosmo so much 
that the moment we wrapped, I 
went and got our own rescue dog, a 
poodle. He’s a little Cosmo replace- 
ment and my new best friend. I take 
him on all the shoots I can now

“Beginners” jumps 
back and forth be- 
tween the present 
and past. If it were 
linear, however, 
the movie would 
be: Oliver (Ewan 
McGregor) grows 
up, his mom dies, 
his dad (Christopher 
Plummer) comes 
out and dies of can- 
cer four years later, 
after which Oliver 
starts a relationship 
with Anna (Melanie 
Laurent).

Big 
K.R.I.T. They’re lyricists, and I’m a big fan of 
lyricism. 

What got you working with Gucci Mane? I 
was a little surprised when you worked with 
him on “Shine Blockas.” 

You was surprised? Well, let me tell you. My 
main reason for it was I am a fan of his music. 
One of my favorite artists is Too Short. I like 
2 Live Crew Plus, he’s an Aquarius like me, 
and we work together. 

You’re so known for lyricism, so it was an 
interesting match. 


Everybody can’t do everything. I like to 
bring people together. Bring different worlds 
together. 

Speaking of lyricism, how do you think 
Southern rappers are faring there? For a 
while there was a perception that South- 
ern rap wasn’t as lyrical. Is that changing 
because of rappers like you, Andre Benjamin 
and Jay Electronica? 

The South is a melting pot, you know? We’ve 
got lyricists, and there’s no doubt on that.

Chicago witnessed a new version 
of Boi’sTown on Wednesday Big 
Boi of rap group OutKast came 
through the Windy City for a pri- 
vate Crown Royal Black event, 
bringing a camouflage hat, thick 
gold chain and a hearty guffaw he 
claimed was inspired by the Vikings. 

‘Anybody got something cold to 
drink?” he cawed across the James Hotel 
suite where he was due to meet the press. 

Sir Lucious Left Foot, as he is also called, 
said he made the quick trip to show off the 
specialty bags he designed for Crown Royal 
bottles before flying back to his lab (aka 
Stankonia) in Atlanta, where he is working on 
his next album. 

Before he could vanish into the strato- 
sphere, RedEye talked to him to get more 
details on the album, learn which emerging 
artists have caught his ear and what advice he 
could offer aspiring MCs. 


You did a mini-documentary for Crown 
Royal Black that showed some of your life; 
would you ever do a full-on reality show? 

Naw, probably not. They caught some great 
moments. They got me at the Grammys 
performing, partying and celebrating. But I 
probably wouldn’t have nobody following me 
around like that full time. I’m just too busy 
Maybe I’d do it, if it were done right. 


We’ve established you’re busy. What else 
are you working on?

■III The scene: Fiot on the heels of 
Doughnut Vauit drawing iines for 
Mixed its $3 doughnuts. Cookie Bar in 

Lincoln Park has opened during the 
morning hours as doughnut-pushing alter 
ego Dirty Betty's. On a recent morning, I was 
the only one in line to buy a half-dozen of the 
baked -not- fried treats ($2-$2. 25 each). 

Loved it: Garnishes, such as fresh pome- 
granate seeds, espresso beans and mini pea- 
nut butter cups add to the handmade feel. 
Favorites; Surprisingly, the fruit flavors won 
out over the more dessert-y options. The 


pomegranate was fresh and light, the ginger 
doughnut wasn’t especially gingery but had 
a zingy Key lime glaze, and the lemon-glazed 
blueberry doughnut was plump with fresh 
blueberries. 

Disappointments: The peanut butter cup 
flavor is a sugar bomb and more chocolaty 
than peanut buttery. We tried really hard to 
taste any trace of hazelnut in the Nutella- 
glazed doughnut but the glaze seemed all 
dark chocolate to us. 

Bottom iine: The moist baked doughnuts 
taste more like cake or muffin modeled into 
a circular shape. They’re tasty in their own 
right but might not satisfy a true doughnut 
craving.

III! The story: Ever read food blog "Mike 
•••• & Chao Chow”? This River North su- 
Offto Shi and kushiyaki bar is the brain- 

child of friends and co-bloggers Mike 
Schatzman and Worachai "Chao" 
Thapthimkuna, a former Sushi Wabi chef. 


The scene: A towering wire sculpture and 
crayon-bright murals provide lots to look at 
while the soundtrack alternates between head- 
nodding oldies and clubby beats. For the most 
action, sit at the bar to watch the sushi chefs, 
or grab a seat in front of the robata grill, where 
you can watch skewers of meat, seafood and 
veggies (that’s the aforementioned kushiyaki) 
get their grill on. 

The food: I wish I had room to try every starter 
on the menu, but so far I can vouch only for the 


addictive fried pork belly ($7). In the kushiyaki 
department, beef tongue with Japanese curry 
sauce was seriously tender, but chicken thigh 
and prosciutto-wrapped scallops weren’t any- 
thing special. Maki gets funky with rolls such 
as the Old City Market ($7) with lip-tingling 
spicy tuna wrapped with collard greens and 
garnished with fried okra. The yuzu pie ($6, de- 
scribed as "killer ’ on the menu) was a one-note 
wonder, the coconut crust too bland to counter 
the puckeringly tart citrus custard. 


The drinks: There’s plenty of sake to choose 
from, but we couldn’t pass up craft cocktails 
designed by the guys behind Bittercube. a 
Milwaukee maker of small-batch bitters. The 
lemongrass-swizzled Yamato Sling and The 
16 Century, a shochu-champagne cocktail, are 
both $10 and dangerously guzzle-able. 

Bottom line: Fun and funky. Union's worth 
the walk to the far side of River North, i can 
definitely see myself going back for after- work 
snacks, a laid-back date or a group dinner.

Off to Wine Bar space is, in a 
a good word, cacophonous. The 
^ small room, low ceilings 

and tequila-fueled crowd makes for 
bar-caliber loudness in a restaurant 
setting. 

The food: Smoked chicken chila- 
quiles ($13) were smoky, sloppy 
and delicious, winning out over the 
short-rib enchiladas ($14). I must 
gripe that $8 is steep for a small bowl of guacamole^ I guess you could argue that you re paying 
for the act of it being "prepared tableside,” as the menu says, but ours landed on the table already 
made. 

The drinks: Margaritas were seriously strong. Gotta love that pitchers ($28-$33) are served sans 
ice to avoid a watery meltdown. And the servers pouring in the tequila at the table from a bottle 
holster on their hip might be gimmicky, but at least you can see that you're getting your money’s 
worth. 

Bottom line: This intimate, garden-level space seemed more suited to a wine bar than the bus- 
tling cantina it’s become, but we’d return to sit outside.

Midwestern roots

%uVe heard of New York-style pizza 
slices and stand proudly behind 
Chicago deep-dish. But “Quad City 
style”? Turns out it’s a thing, and it 
has arrived in Ukrainian Village. 
From the team behind Wicker Park 
sports bar The Fifty/50, Roots Hand- 
made Pizza serves up pies sliced in 
strips cut with scissors. Sounds a 
little strange? We thought so, too. So 
we headed out to find out just what 
the new style is all about. 

The crust: As part of the Quad 
City style, our waitress explained, 
the hand-tossed crust gets its flavor 
from malt. My partner-in-dining and 
I weren’t exactly sure what to expect, 
but what resulted was a crispy-yet- 
chewy mix that, texture-wise, was 
right on the money The flavor, 
though, was a bit sweet for my taste. 

The sauce: What the crust brings 
in sweet, the sauce counteracts with 
spice. The chunky red sauce had just 
enough heat to be noticed but not 


overpower the cheese or toppings. 

The toppings: Roots offers a hefty 
list of options for dressing your 12- or 
16 -inch pie. The standards are there 
(sausage, pepperoni, ham, veggies) 
along with some more experimental 
choices such as chicken chorizo, 
blackened shrimp. Granny Smith 
apples and roasted corn. A short sec- 
tion of five specialty pizzas includes 
options such as taco pizza. We opted 
for the BLT ($20 for a 12-inch), 
which arrived with Canadian bacon 
and diced bacon under a layer of 
mozzarella cheese (which they say 
is house-made) and topped with a 
layer of shredded lettuce and diced 
tomatoes. Fm not sure I accurately 
hid the horror on my face when they 
also dropped off packets of mayon- 
naise. We were told we could top 
the pizza with it; we didn’t. While 
the bacon was flavorful and evenly 
spread across the pie, the lettuce and 
tomato topping proved a little over- 
whelming, and I ended up knock- 



ing most of it off onto my plate (by 
the end I had a decent side salad 
going). Next time Fll opt for a more 
traditional option, such as the plain 
sausage, to let the sauce and cheese 
really shine through. 

Bottom line: Look for Roots to 
draw crowds for more than just piz- 
za. With a hefty list of appetizers — 
the wings ($8 for flve) and spinach 
dip ($9) were both on point— and an 


insane beer list (think a notebook 
full of Midwestern brews — around 
70 in all— with descriptions about 
where each came from), this could 
easily blossom into a neighborhood 
hot spot (save us a seat on the patio, 
please).
